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In accordance with a resolution passed at the last annual meeting, 
the members of the “German Evangelical Lutheran Ministerium of 
Pennsylvania and the adjacent states’’ assembled at Allentown, Pa., 
on the 15th of June 1851. 

On Sunday morning the President, Rev. J. W. Richards, preached 
the Synodical sermon, from Lk. 24, 48: “And ye are witnesses of 
these things.”” In the afternoon the Secretary, Rev. J. W. Eyer, 
preached from Mtth. 5, 6: ‘Blessed are they that hunger and thirst 
after righteousness, for they shall be filled;”’ and in the evening Rev. 


E. W. Hutter from 2 Cor. 5, 17 : “If any man-be in Christ Jesus he 


is a new creature; old things are passed away, behold all things have 
become new.”’ | 

Rev. W. G. Minnig preached on Sunday morning in the German 
Reformed church from Jer. 8, 22: ‘Is there no balm in Gilead ? Is 
there no physician there? Why then is not the health of the daughter 
of my people recovered ?”? And other members of the Synod offici- 
ated in the different churches of Allentown, viz.: Rev. Messrs. C. W. 
Scheffer and C. A, Hay in the Presbyterian church, Rev. J. R. Focht 
in the English Methodist church from Ps. 93, 5: “Thy testimonies 
are very sure; holiness becometh thine house, O Lord, forever;”’

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


TO THE “EVANG, LUTHERAN MINISTERIUM OF PENNSYLVANIA 
AND THE ADJACENT STATES.” 


ASSEMBLED AT ALLENTOWN, PA., JUNE 15th &c. 1851. 


Rev. Fathers and Brethren in the Lord! 


I have the honor in obedience to the requirements of the Consti- 
tution to lay before you a report of my official duties, during the past 
Synodical year,—and that I may do this the more satisfactorily, 
I arrange them in classes. 

I. Deaths. 

The assembling of this body is always an event that causes us 
much pleasure; we meet again in the land of the living and are re- 
freshed by our intercourse. But this pleasure is often mingled with 
sadness.— We do not all meet again; onesor the other of those who 
labored with us, rests from his labor. Thus it is this year. Br. P. 
Oberfeldt has been called home! He lost his life on the 4th of Sep- 
tember 1850 in attempting to save a family from the flood in ‘Tama- 
qua. A magnanimous end! May he have entered into the joys of 
his Lord! The Synod will take due notice of his death.—And our 
worthy Father G. Minnig has also been called home. ‘‘He came to 
his grave in a full age, like as ashock of corn cometh in, in his season.”’ 


The Synod will pay due regard also tohis memory. He died April 7th 
1851 in the 78th year of his age. 


II. Pastoral Changes- | 

1. A.D. 1850. On the 7th of June I received a letter from Br. 
Hay, at iy nae in which he informed me that he had through 
sympathy for the Brick Church Congregation, four miles from Har- 
risburg, temporarily taken charge of them and earnestly requested 
that a missionary should be sent into that neighborhood. I returned 
a suitable answer and wrote immediately to the Missionary committee — 
and laid the matter before them. See No. 2. 

&. On the 13th 6f June [ received a letter from Candidate J. R. 
Focht, in which he asks permission to take charge of a vacant congre- 

tion at Alleghany in Berks county, In-as-much as this congregation 
for many years stood in connection with another which he serves I 
ve him the desired permission. No.5. | 
$. On the 18th of June I was requested by Candidate Brandt at 
Manayunk, to allow him to preach in German for the congregation 
pla: gta for one year. Candidate J. C. Miller is to preach for 

em in the English language. I granted his request. No. 6. 

4. On the Ist of July a letter from Candidate J. R. Focht in which he 
requested permission to take charge of the congregation at Geiger’s 
after their church shall be completed. As he had already preached 
for thém in the school house and the congregation had arisen in part~ 
out of his Forrest church and from its position should be embraced in 
his district. I granted his request. No. 7. 

5. On the 26th of August Rev. J. Jeger informed me that he had 
taken charge of the congregation at Sinking Spring, recently served 
by Dr. Miller of Reading. 

6. On the 17th of September I received another letter from Can- 
didate J. R, Focht, in which he desired permission to resign his con- 
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gregations and take charge of others in Westmoreland county. In-as- 
much as he pleaded want of support as the reason, I granted him 
his request. No. 12. | 
7. On the same day Br. C. Gerhardt wrote to me informing me 
that he would resign his congregation at Harrisburg and remove to 
Abbottstown. No. 13. | 
g. At the same time I received a letter from Br. Merz in which he 
stated that he had resigned his charge at Chambersburg. No. 14. 


9, About the same time Br. Brandt wrote and described the mourn- 
ful situation of affairs at Manayunk in consequence of the inundation _ 
&c., and because his penaroentiee had suffered very much, he requested 
permission to serve Wilmington along with it. I gave him this per- 
mission until the meeting of Synod, provided both congregations and 
the Mission Committee were satisfied, and Br. Waltz would resign 
at Wilmington. No. 15. 

10. Whilst I was at Lebanon in September Br. Krotel informed 
me that he intended in November following to resign his count 
churches and serve only the town congregation. But he afterwicds 
wrote to me that the old arrangement would be continued. 


11. On the 28th of September Br. Breidenbaugh wrote that he had 
taken charge of the congregation at Friedensburg. 

12. On the 2d of October I received a letter from the church 
council of the first German Lutheran congregation at Pittsburg, re- 
quate ee to recommend to them several ministers as pastors. I did 
so. No. 10. | 

13. On the 22d of November Br. Zeumer wrote to me that he had 
received and accepted a call from that congregation. ‘The Lord add 
his blessing to*this arrangement. No. 29. 


14. On the 16th of October I received a letter from the Rev. 
W.J. Mann of Philadelphia, informing me that he had accepted a 
call to the Evangelical Lutheran St. Michael’s church of that city 
and would apply for admission into our Synod at its present meeting. 
The letter was accompanied by a flattering recommendation from 
_ Dr. Bibighaus. No. 17. 
oe 15. On the 30th of October Rev. N. Jeger wrote to me that he 
™ had taken charge of the congregation near Lewistown, Schuylkill 
» county, recently served by Rev. Oberfeldt. No. 20. 
16. On the 18th of October I was informed by Rev. C. Stoever 
that he had resigned his charge at Berrysburg and intended to form 
anew one in Dauphin county. No. 19. 

17. On the 3ist of October Rev. Clemens Miller wrote for per- 
mission to resign the congregation at Norristown and take charge of 
those formerly served by Br. Welden in Chester ony: I earn 
his request, upon the condition that the congregation should be sup- 
plied; and [did the more readily, as he stated that Br. Brandt would 
resign and he could not preach German. No. 22. 

18. On the 1st of November Br. Vogelbach informed me that he 
had left the congregation at Pittsburg and resumed his former charge 
at Harrisburg. He laments, however, the fact that this district had 
been divided. No. 23. 

19. On the same day Br. Menges requested permission to take 
charge of the English Lutheran congregation in Columbia and to 
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resign the congregations of Mount Joy and Manheim. As he.stated 
that Dr. Becker approved of the arrangement, I granted him his 
request. No. 25. 

20. On the 8th of November Br. W. Gerhardt reported that he 
had given up the congregation at Maytown, expecting that now a ~ 
new district could be formed and his charge would not be so labori- 
ous. No. 25. 

21. On the 12th of November a letter from Candidate Brandt 
announcing that he had given up Manayunk and Norristown and 
requesting permission to visit the Dryland charge, recently served by 
Br. Wentzel. It was granted. No. 28. | 

22. At the same time Br. Wenzel informed me that he had re- 
signed the Dryland charge and accepted a call to Mount Bethel, 

orthampton county. 

23. On the 11th of December I received a letter from Candidate 
Wagner, informing me that he had been unanimously elected by the 
congregations of Spiess, Schwarzwald, Elsass, Alleghany and Wyo- 
missing in the vicinity of Reading. As I had already given him per- 
mission to serve these congregations, if elected, I wished him the 
blessing of God upon his settlement there. No, 35. 

24. On the 12th of December I received a letter from Rev. Sond- 
haus informing me that he had taken charge of the Tamaqua district. 


25. A.D. 1851., On the 3d of January a letter from Candidate 
(ad interim) Lorenzen in New York, in which he states that he had 
resigned his charge in Jersey City and requests permission to labor 
among the North Germans in New York with Br. Brandt. I gave 
him the desired permission conditionally; namely, that he should 
labor under the inspection and with the co-operation of Br. F. W. 
Geissenhainer and Br. Brandt and that his former mission should 


not suffer thereby. No. 36. 


On the 21st of the same month I recalled this permission, because 
Br. Brandt declined his. aid, (at first he desired it,) and for other 
reasons;—and on the 5th of February Mr. Lorenzen returned to me 
his ad interim license with the intimation that he would operate 
independently of the Synod. He is therefore now in no wise con- 
nected with this Ministerium. 


It is very desirable that the brethren should be extremely careful 


in recommending any one to the President for license ad interim as 


he must rely almost entirely upon their recommendation, and great 
injury may result, if they act too hastily. No. 36, 39. 

26. On the 8th of January I received a letter from Br. Welden, 
stating that he had taken charge in October last of the congregations 
in Dauphin county, formerly served by Father Hemping, but resigned — 
by him in consequence of the infirmities of his age. No. 37. 


27. On the 9th of January Br. Clemens Miller wrote, that, in 
accordance with the permission granted him, he had taken charge 
i district in Chester county, recently served by Br. Welden. 

o. 38. 

28. On the 13th of February Br. N. Jeger informed me that he 
had resigned his charge in Middleport. No. 41. 

29. On the 22d LY February I received a communication from 
Rev. J. McCron, Evangelical Lutheran Pastor at Greenwich, New- 
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Jersey. From this it appears that he had received and accepted a 
call from the Evang. Luth. congregation at Norristown and intended 
to apply for admission into our Ministerium at the present ‘session, 
upon which occasion, if not previously, he would present his honor- 
able dismission from the Synod with which he is now connected. As 
he is a worthy brother, he 1s recommended to this body. No. 42. 

$0. In the month of April I received a letter from Rev. Dr. C. F. 
Scheffer, in which he informed me that he had taken charge of the 
St. Johns congregation in Easton, recently served by me; and that 
he would connect himself with our Synod. May the Lord richly bless 
this pastor and people! 

31. On the 16th of March I commenced my labors as pastor of 
Trinity-church (the old Lutheran) in Reading, after having received 
several calls from that congregation. I believe I acted in accordance 
with the will of God in the matter and hope for his blessing. 


III. Vacant Charges. 


1. A.D. 1850. On the Sd of August Dr. Demme wrote that the 
congregations at Block-house &c., desired a minister and that he had 


directed them to apply to me. I knew of no one for them and have. 


since heard nothing from those congregations. 

2. On the 24th of November I received a letter from the St. Paul’s 
and James’ congregations in Clearfield county, requesting me to send 
them a minister who could preach in both languages. But although 
“the harvest is great, the laborers are few.’? © that we might exert 
ourselves, that the Lord would send forth laborers into his harvest— 
I could send no one. No. SI. | 

S. On the 80th of the same month Mr. Sauder of Mount Joy wrote 
to me, asking for a minister to form a new pastoral district in that 
region.. Alas! I still had none to send! No. $2. 

4, On the same day Rev. C. Miller requested me to recommend 
some one for the vacant charge at Norristown. He communicated 
the gratifying intelligence that, in consequence of the arrangement 
recently made there, there were encouraging prospects of success. 
This place has since been supplied. No. 33. 

5, A.D. 1851. On the 29th of May I received a letter from the 
principal members of the second German congregation at Pottsville, 
in which they inform me, that they had dismissed their minister, 
Mr. Nantz, in consequence of his deportment, and now desired an 
upright minister. I answered the letter. No. 44. - 

6. On the 4th of June I received a letter from Mr. Nantz in which 
he withdrew his previously made application for admission into this 
Ministerium. No. 45. | 

There are other charges and single churches vacant, in regard to 


which, however, I can report nothing, in-as-much as nothing was — 


officially communicated to me concerning them. _ 
IV. Ad interim licenses and applications for admission. 
1. A.D. 1851. On the 7th of June I received a letter from the 
brethren F. W. Geissenhainer and A. Held in New York, in which 
they earnestly requested me to grant an ad interim license to Mr. 


Paul Lorenzen from Holstein, in Denmark. They gave a very 
favorable description of him. As they desired to have him a Mis- 
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sionary in New Jersey, near to New York, and assured me that they 
had carefully examined him and found him competent and worthy, and 
as our Constitution did not seem to me to forbid it, I granted this 
license and placed Mr. Lorenzen under the supervision of our brethren 
in New York, until the next meeting of Synod, when he expects to 
connect himself with our Ministerium. No. 3 

Since that time this license has been recalled and Mr. Lorenzen does 

not now stand in connection with us. 

2. On the 15th of June, in accordance with the feonmimebdiiicn 

of the Ministerium, I sent an ad interim license to Mr. Gustavus 


Adolphus Neuffer of Birmingham, near Pittsburg, and placed him under 


the supervision of the brethren Vogelbach and Friederich, requesti 
them at the same time carefully to examine him and if they did not find 
him qualified to return me the license. 

3. On the 18th of July, John Friederich Hornberger, schoolmaster 
from Freudenstadt, in Wurtemberg, resident for some years in the con- 
gregations of Rev. Jer. Schindel, was urgently recommended to me for 
ad interim licensure by the latter. 1 examined him as far as time and 
circumstances permitted and took the matter into consideration, but 
could not convince myself that the case was a constitutional one. | there- 
fore did not license him, but advised him to carry on his studies. 

4. On the 17th of August Rev. Jn. Grimm, of Camen, Germany, 
visited me, with a recommendation from Rev. Jer. Schindel in which 
I was requested to allow the former to serve several of his congrega- 
tions, if they would elect him. I granted this permission, so far as it 
depended upon me; but, in-as-much as in this matter also there was too 
much haste in the giving of a recommendation, advantage was not taken 
of this permission and I now refer Mr. Grimm to the Synod. No. 9 


5. In the month of October I received a letter from Mr. John C. 
Conrad, Sen., at Pottsville, informing me that a second German Evan- 
= Lutheran congregation had been organized at that place, and 

esiring me to license Mr. Nantz whom they had called as their minis- 
ter. This request I was forbidden by the Constitution to grant, but 
wrote to him that, if the congregation had been properly organized, the 
Synod would cheerfully receive it into our connection. Ina subsequent 
answer to a letter from Mr. Conrad in regard to this matter I endeavored 
to explain it to him, and as he stated that Mr. Nantz was an ordained 
clergyman, I refered him to the Synod and directed his attention to his 
credentials. No. 21. 26. 

6. In the month of March Rev. J. H. Mengert, of Bremen, and who 
had for ten years been missionary in the East Indies, &c., wrote to me 
to learn how he might become a member of our body. I gave him the 
necessary information. No. 43. 

7. A letter from Mr. Christian Popp, of New a Ct., who 
professes to be an ordained Lutheran minister from Bavaria, and an- 
nounces his attention of making application for admission into our 
Ministerium, requests advice, &c. I gave him this advice. No. 46.

VIII. Synodical resolutions, to be executed by the President. 


1. In accordance with the 15th resolution of Synod, it was made 
my duty to write to Br. Harpel in regard to the difficulties in Mount 
Bethel. I discharged this duty, in a fraternal manner, immediately after 
the adjournment of Synod. On the 7th of June I received a letter from 
him in which he declined appearing before the Synodical committee 
and assigned his reasons for this course. I answered his letter and 
advised him, as a friend, to alter his determination. As I afterwards 
learned, he did so, but through a mis-understanding he and the com- 
mittee did not meet. No. 4. 

2. The congregation at Birmingham, under Br. Neuffer, has not yet 
applied for admission to the Synod. I could not carry out, therefore, 
with reference to them the resolution No. XII, page 17.

IX. The European Legacies. 
1. On the 29th of May, 1850, I wrote to Mr. Harper, administrator 
of Rev. Dr. Ernst, deceased, and requested him to send the monies 


and papers referring to these legacies, to me at Reading on my way 
home from the Synod; but he preferred that I should come to Lebanon 


for them. I answered, that he should deliver them and settle the 


accounts with Dr. Baker or Dr. Demme. But this also was not done. 
[ went therefore in the month of September to Lebanon and received 
from Mr. C. Harper the sum of $610 79. As Dr. Demme was kind 
enough previously to examine the matter and Br. Krotel had also 
audited the accounts, (for which service the Synod is indebted to 
them both,) the matter was easier for me and I was more certain 
of its correctness. I gave a receipt for the above mentioned sum. 


&. On the 20th of August Dr. Demme wrote to me that he had 
received $150 from Dr. Niemeyer as interest upon the Streit legacy, 
for our Synod. I answered his letter accordingly. No. 10. 


3. On the 23d of November I received a letter from Rev. Dr. Nie- 
meyer, Halle, inquiring how the interest of the ropesee should here- 
after be transmitted to us, (Dr. Demme having informed him that he 
was no longer President,) whether it should be sent to me, or to the 
President of the West Pennsylvania Synod, or whether it should be 
divided by him, or still sent to Dr. Demme, who would be willing 
hereafter to take charge of it if we so desired. President Jacobs, 
of the West Pennsylvania Synod, and I replied to him that we 
heartily acquiesced in the latter arrangement and that it would be 
much more convenient for the Synod if Dr. Demme would continue 
to discharge this friendly office as long as all parties were agreed. 
Dr. Demme has consented and the old arrangement continues, for 
which the Synod owes him hearty thanks,—and I hope my decision 
will give entire satisfaction. No. 30. 


X. Miscellaneous Business. 

1. Complaint. On the 17th of September I received a letter, 
which I will lay before the Ministerium for its consideration, that 
such action may be taken as is deemed necessary. I have done my 
part in the matter. See letter No. a. a. 
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9. Emigrant church. On the 7th of Nov. Br. Brandt requested 
rmission to labor among the German emigrants in New York as 
Pastor until the next meeting of Synod. As the Synod some years 
desired to accomplish this object, and the plan was now approved 

of by a number of the brethren, and as I myself regarded the enter- 


prise as calculated to operate beneficially for our church, I gave him | 


the desired permission, with the co-operation of Br. Geissenhainer, 
but without obligating the Synod in regard to the matter. No. 34. 

I now direct the attention of the Synod to this matter. Because 
of our neglect many of our brethren in the faith have wandered 
off into the Methodist church, which took advantage of our remiss- 
ness, or have become victims of infidelity and wretchedness. This 
undertaking would bear fruit a hundred fold in time and eternity; 
let us lay hold of it in earnest, as we now have the means. 


8. Church-discipline. On the 5th of February I received a letter 
from Mr. J. C. Conrad, Sen., in Pottsville in which, among other 
things, he requests of me a Church-discipline. I take the liberty 
of directing the attention of the Ministerium to the question whether 


it be not their duty to prepare a truly christian Evang. Luth. Church- - 


discipline, adapted to the spirit of our church in this country. By 
this means uniformity would prevail in all our churches, religion 
would assume a new life among us, and this crying want in many 
of our churches would be supplied. Such a work, and the unaltered 
Augsburg Confession, together with Luther’s Catechism, our Li- 
turgy, Prayers for families, &c., and a brief history of the customs, 
&c., of the church—a book, containing these works all bound to- 
gether, and placed in the hands of our people, in both languages, 
would, in my opinion, accomplish incalculable good in our congre- 
gations, confirm their attachment to the church and enlarge their 
acquaintance with it. If we neglect to do this, it will be done by 
others, but perhaps in a way not so satisfactory to us. 


4. The Minutes. I desire also to invite the attention of the 
Synod to our Minutes. They are printed differently almost every 
year, so that they cannot conveniently be bound together. Would 
it not be desirable, to resolve, that they shall always be of uniform 
size, (medium octavo, like the Minutes of 1847,) and if this be neg- 
lected, that the Treasurer be instructed not to pay the printer—and 
the expense be borne by him through whose neghect it occurs? 


5. Sunday-school Hymn Book. Frequent application has been 


made for a German Sunday-school Hymn Books; but we have none, 
and if we had, it would be difficult to introduce it in our Union 
congregations. Would it not be of service to our church, and also 
to the German Reformed, (whose book is exceedingly imperfect,) 
if these two sister churches would publish an Union Hymn Book, 


be should be so prepared that it could be used in either church 
alone? | 


6. Zhe Moravians. Whilst I resided in Easton, I had frequent 


opportunity of observing the kind treatment extended by the Mora- 
vians at Bethlehem, &c., towards our church, and of hearing the 
desire expressed, that the bonds of love might be more closely drawn 
between us. I have often been surprised, that in our day, no more 
intimate relations should exist between. brethren who subscribe the 
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same confession of faith. Will not the Ministerium take into con- 
sideration the question whether the present would not be a favorable 
time for establishing such relations, as we stand so near to those 
brethren and now have.a church in Bethlehem which they aid in 
supporting

1. That the new Hymn Book has met with a ready sale in the 
churches of Pennsylvania and in many congregations in other states, 
In the western states, its introduction in many places has been much 
impeded by the circulation of another Hymn Book, which has ap- 
parently been published for the very purpose of supplanting ours; 
het he cannot but gratefully acknowledge, that the members of the 

ynod of Ohio have declared themselves decidedly favorable to the 
circulation of the Hymn Book. 


2. In the state of Ohio and other western states the publisher 
of the Union Hymn Book with an Appendix, has reduced the price 
of it to 31 cents; and false reports are circulated, among others, that 
the Synod intends to alter our Hymn Book again.

OF THE 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE 
‘ EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF PENNSYLVANIA, 


READ AT THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY, HELD AT ALLENTOWN, 
JUNE 17th, 1850. 


Heathen Mission. 
~ The only communication received by the corresponding Secretary — 
of this Society, from Missionary Heyer, during the past year, 1s 
dated Gurgal, April Sth, 1850, and is addressed to the “Dear Youth 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Congregations in Philadelphia.” In this 
letter he imparts to his dear friends information respecting the origin 
and progress of the mission in the Palnaud District. After his return 
from his visit to the United States, he labored for a season in con- 
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nection with his brethren Guwn and Mertz, in Guntoor; but asa 
number of persons, resident in the district of Palnaud, manifested a 
desire to hear the Gospel, Brother Hever came to the conclusion, 
after mature deliberation and fervent prayer, to remove thither, and : 
make that the scene of his labors. In several towns he erected schools a 
and imparted Christian instruction. A number embraced Christianity a 
and requested, through the ordinance of Baptism, to be received 
into the Christian church.’ They were further instructed in the 
teachings of Christ, and after they had given satisfactory evidences 
of their faith, and of the sincerity of their intentions, they were 
baptized. Missionary Heyer visits the different villages and towns, 
in which Christian families reside, inspects the condition of the 
schools, preaches the Gospel to all, who are willing to hear—and 
distributes religious tracts. 

At Polipolly he has erected a church, 32 feet in depth, and 18 in 
width, and which, on the 10th of February of the past year, was 
solemnly consecrated to the service of God. He also contemplates 
the erection of a church at Veldurty, to which the local Government 
has contributed 2 acres of ground. He has also erected a Dwelling- 
House at Gurgal, deslennt as the residence of a young man, who 
has served with commendable industry as Reader and Catechist in 
the Mission. ‘The Missionary ground at Gurgal he has caused to be 
protected by the erection of a wall. 

On THE [8th of March, 1850, Brother Heyer had the gratification 
to be joined by two other Missionaries, the Rev. Messrs. Scnarxy 

and Dariinc. Both reside in Masulipatam, and belong to the Mis- 
sionary Society of the Church of England. Brother Heyer writes: 

‘‘These brethren had learned, that the gospel had met with most 
gratifying success in these regions, and they, therefore, came here in 
poreee to satisfy themselves of the truth of this intelligence. On 
riday afternoon we had public Worship at Gurgal. Br. Scharky, 

who is well conversant with the T elugu language, delivered an 
impressive discourse. During the ensuing night, we repaired to : 
Polipolly, where the people, on Saturday Evening and Sabbath, 


attended the religious exercises in large numbers, and manifested ) 

great joy to see three Missionaries coming into their midst at one 1 

and the same time. Br. Scharky preached twice and Br. Darlin 1 
_ once—and had also much conversation respecting the truths of the ia 
Foepel The congregation on Sabbath morning consisted of over i 

50 individuals —and a like number attended in the afternoon. it 


About two thirds of these people have publicly manifested their i 
willingness to embrace Christianity—others have already been bap- oe, 
tized—and others are soliciting and receiving instruction, prepara- : 
tory to the administration of this holy sacrament. The brethren = 
from Masulipatam were alike astonished and gratified with these ae 
results, which exceeded their most sanguine expectations.”’ —

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perpose shall have been accomplished, there will be a sufficiency of 
reachers of our church in that field of labor, to constitute a small 
Synod. 


During the past year, the President of our Synod received two - 


reports from Brother Heyer, who caused them to be published in our 
church journals—but as we have not these reports at hand we are un- 
able to give their contents. But thus much we do know, that the 
cause of Missions is prospering in the hands of Br. Heyer, and that 
there are constant accessions to Christianity where he labors, who are 
regularly received into the church by the solemn rite of Baptism. 
At the latest advices, he had 120 persons under instruction—as can- 
didates for this holy sacrament, who have not unlikely, before now, all 
been baptized. 


Domestic WMfissions. 


The brethren who in the course of the past year have been | in the 
service of the Socrety are: Charles L. Erle, Charles C. 4. Brandt, 
fr. Waltz, Martin Sondhaus, Francis Godfrey Zeumer, and Gus- 
tavus A. Neuffer. 


Brother Erle continues to labor at Cherry Valley, Sullivan county, 
Pa. He preaches regularly, administering the Holy Sacraments, and 
the work of the Lord seems to be prospering in his hands. During the 
last year two churches have been erected by his congregations, one 
of which was to have been consecrated on last Whitsunday.. On this 
occasion the Lord’s Supper was to be administered. No further report 
of his labors has consequently been received. In his congregation in 
Bradford county 23 persons joined in communion on the Ist instant— 
several years since the number of communicants did not exceed 7 or 8. 
During the last year he baptized 40 children, and had 3 funerals. He 
expresses his unfeigned gratitude to the Society for the support hitherto 
extended to him, and requests, in case his services be deemed worthy 
of continuance, to be advised of the same, that he may be governed 
accordingly. 


Brother Branpr labored in the first six months of the past year in 
Manayunk, Rising Sun, and Norristown. At Manayunk a church was 
erected, towards which he collected contributions in the vicinity. He 
has vacated this post, and removed to New York, where he preaches 
to the Emierants, and also on Sabbath mornings in St. Mark’s church. 
Br. Brandt applies for $100 out of the Missionary Fund, wherewith to 
defray the rent of the building which he has leased where to preach to 
the emigrants, Pastor Geissenhainer informed him that several years 
ago we appropriated $200 towards the support of a Missionary in 
New York. But as this appropriation continued for but a single year 
—and as we knew not by whom Br, Brandt was employed—the com- 
mittee has unanimously resolved to submit the entire subject to the 
action of Synod at its present session. Br. Brandt appears to be 
deeply impressed with the importance and necessity of his enterprise, 
and says in his report: ‘“‘/ have begun the Emigrant Church here at 
my own expense, and with great sacrifice, and have thus far con- 
tinued with the enterprize, that the imperative necessity of the same 
must be apparent to every one, who has heart and mind for the 
Lutheran Church in America. The Lord will impart his further help— 
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and inspire our united Eastern Synods with zeal for the prosperity 
of this truly indispensable Missionary station. If, (as I doubt not,) the 
Very Honorable Missionary Society will take this post of labor under 
their fostering and patronising care, I will be regarded by the next 
Synod as again in their service.” 

Mr. Brandt requests the Synod to present to the Emigrant Church 
the $50 which were advanced to him in Manayunk. 

Brother Waltz resides in Wilmington and serves in connection with 
that congregation also the congregation in Manayunk. With gratitude 
to God he can exclaim, in reviewing the many cares and difficulties 
of his post, and the gracious aid and divine forbearance experienced by 
him during the past official year, “my labor has not been in vain in 
the Lord.”’ His field of labor is indeed small and the prospect of in- 
crease 1s not encouraging, but the Lord has often granted him a sense 
of his presence, for although several have left his church, much to his 
regret, yet peace and harmony prevail in the congregation and most 
of the members manifest an ardent zeal in the cause of Christ’s kingdom. 
This was most strikingly manifested by the interest taken in the mis- 
sionary lectures, delivered from time to time. Up to the middle of 
January he preached at Wilmington twice every Sabbath in a rented 
room, for which the congregation had to pay at the rate of $100 a 
year. In the morning he had on an average 40 and in the evening 
from 25 to 30 hearers. ‘Their number would doubtless have been greater, 
had they a church in which to hold their service. The little band 
of faithful members exert themselves to the utmost to sustain him; but 
after paying the rent they will scarcely be able to give him more than 
$150. ‘The Sunday-school, commenced last summer, was well atten- 
ded, as long as Br. Waltz could conduct it himself, but when, on 
account of the state of his health he could no longer be regularly present, 


the children ceased to attend. ‘The prospects of the speedy establish- 


ment of an independent congregation at Wilmington are not very en- 
couraging, as there are so few Germans there; nevertheless the effort 
should by no means be entirely abandoned. 

An opportunity has been afforded the Executive Committee, by the 
vacancy of the Missionary station at Manayunk, to meet the wants 
of both places. From the 19th of January Br. Waltz preached every 
three weeks in Manayunk, until the new church was consecrated. 
From that time he began to preach there every two weeks. At the 
request of the Executive Committee he went to Rising Sun, but could 
accomplish nothing, for he was sent from one to the other until night 
overtook him and he was compelled to hasten to Philadelphia. He 
afterwards designed to visit that place regularly after his service in 
Manayunk, but was always prevented by unforeseen obstacles. He 
hopes, however, at his next appointment, to see what can be done there. 
On the other hand he made an attempt in Norristown which proved 
in like manner abortive, notwithstanding the friendly efforts of the Rev. 
Mr. McCron. It is manifest that a charge composed of two co 


_ gations 36 miles apart, must be a very difficult one and would be > 


rendered still more so should another be added. He will, however, 
earnestly endeavor to afford an opportunity to the Germans at Rising 
Sun to hear the gospel. These congregations could most easily be 
served from Philadelphia, and perhaps in connection with others. 
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Kut this station would in that case be somewhat more expensive. ‘The 
Sunday-school at Manayunk, that had for some time ceased to exist, 
was resuscitated by Br. Waltz. And he had also the pleasure to 
observe that upon the occasion of the consecration of the new church 
our new Hymn Book was introduced. During the last year he bap- 
tized 18, administered the communion to 82 and buried 2 ee" 

Brother Sondhaus served the congregation at Long Hill, in New 
Jersey. During the year, however, he left that eee and 
took charge of the Tamaqua district. As this is not a Missionary 
station, we no longer regard him as responsible to us. 

Br. Zeumer, who was stationed in East New York and was occu- 
pied for a while as Rev. Stohlman’s assistant, has taken charge of the 
congregation in Pittsburg formerly served by Br. i ge He 
found this congregation in a sad condition, but by the divine as- 
sistance he has in a great measure overcome the difficulties that 
existed there and it is to be hoped that the congregation under his 
care will once more flourish and improve. So far as is known to us, 
the congregation in East New York is still vacant. 

Brother Neuffer in Birmingham has sent'in no report, although we 
informed him three months since that a report would be expected 
of him. He is probably sick. From the ‘Missionary,’ a paper 
published by Rev. Mr. Passavant in Pittsburg, we learn that his con- 
gregation in Birmingham has built a fine church and that the number 
of members is increasing from week to week. 

The attention of the Executive Committee was directed to Tioga 
and Schuylkill counties, at the last meeting of the Synod and the 
wish was expressed that missionaries should be sent there. We 
endeavored to comply with this request but could find no missionaries 
to send. There is great need of more ministers in our church. 
We can get preachers from Germany, but in very many places such 
are needed as can preach in both languages. ‘The church should 
therefore feel it to be her duty to educate pious young men in this 
country for the ministry, and therefore better to sustain our literary 
and theological institutions and to make abundant provision for the 
education of pious but poor young men who desire to be prepared 
for the ministry. ; 

May the Lord continue to own and bless our church and make her 


more and more a church ‘“‘without spot or wrinkle or any such thing” 
holy and unblamable in love! ae 


ANNUAL MISSIONARY MEETING OF THE SYNOD OF 
PENNSYLVANIA. 


HELD TUESDAY EVENING, JUNE 17th, 1851. 
A large audience assembled. ‘The exercises were commenced b 


the singing of the 235d hymn. Prayer was then offered up by Rev. 
Vogelbach for the coming of the kingdom of Christ throughout the — 


world according to his promises. O that every heart would cheer- 
fully respond to every such prayer! The Chairman of the Executive 


Committee, Rev. Dr. Baker now read, in the German language, the 


_ Annual Report, which was listened to with marked attention. In this 


year, also, according to the report, the Lord has blessed the feeble 
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efforts of his servants. May he continue to bless our labors * 
Br. Mengert then arose and addressed the audience in the German 
language. As he had been for more than ten years missionary in 
Hindoostan, he could speak from experience and he was listened to 
with increased interest because it was known that he spoke of what 
he had seen and heard. He described and ‘Mustrated the fearful 
errors of idolatry and its sad consequences. He described also, 
briefly, the manner in which the missionaries labor among the 
heathen. How exceedingly difficult it is to make a beginning and 
secure willing and susceptible hearers! He spoke also of the feelings 
of loneliness and solitariness which often assail the servant of Christ 
in the far-off lands of heathenism. The only ground of consolation 
for him at such times is the word of the Co ‘‘Behold, I am with 

ou, even unto the end of the world!”? And far away, in christian 
lends, are brethren in the faith who warml vnpeies with him 
and remember him in prayer and by their hia offerings. May 
we also remember our faithful laborers and show them by our deeds 


that we wish to be co-laborers with them in the vineyard of the 
Lord! 


The report was now to have been read in the English language, 
but as the evening was already far advanced, that was omitted and 
Br. Hay addressed the congregation in English. He spoke particu- 
larly of our Home Missionary operations among our Lutheran breth- 
ren. He directed attention to the fact, that we here possess already 
many facilities that can only be gradually acquired among the 
heathen. How long a time often elapses before a foreign missionary 
can find access to the people, here this is already gained. He de- 
scribed the great spiritual destitution of our seaaeren in the far 
West. ‘The harvest is great, but the laborers are few.” Hence the 
great necessity of zealous efforts and of such institutions in which 
preachers for this region can be educated. Ve must provide for the 
destitute Germans in America. We cannot depend upon obtaining 
a supply from Germany—she needs her faithful, evangelical preachers 
of righteousness at home. O that we could but appreciate the wants 
of our Zion in our own country, so that with united efforts, under 
the blessing of God, we might labor to supply our poor destitute 
brethren with the bread of life! | 


Prayer was then offered up by Rev. Dr. Strobel, of New York; 
and, after the singing of a hymn, a collection was taken up and the 
congregation was dismissed. 


May the exhortations to fidelity we have this day heard make a 
ermanent impression upon us, so that our next anniversary—if the 
ord spares us to-celebrate it—may exhibit an increasing zeal in 


this work, so dear to him, And may all that is done redound to the 


glory of the Father, to the praise of the blessed Redeemer and to the 
welfare of our immortal souls! Amen!

The separation of dear friends is always an occasion of sadness. 
The members of Synod see each other but once a year and then 
return to their families and congregations to engage with new vigor 
and zeal in the discharge of their official duties. But the days they 
spend together at Synod are days of joy, of edification and of en- 
couragement. The feelings of those who anticipate with aversion 
the time of our annual meeting and therefore sieze upon the most 
trifling excuse to apologize for their absence, are not to be envied: 
for the cordial grasp of the hand, the confidential intercourse, the 
mutual encouragements to fidelity in the discharge of our official 


duties, are dear and precious to all whose hearts are full of the love — 


of God and who are warmly interested in the prosperity of the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom. Especially upon this occasion was there cause 
to regret the necessity of so soon terminating our meeting. Never 
did we attend a Synod that made such a happy impression upon us. 


Peace, harmony and christian unity of spirit reigned amongst us; 


yea, the spirit of Christ was in our midst, and the transactions of this 
session under his blessing cannot but result in permanent good. 
Once more, to this end, we joined in a hymn of praise and, according 
to the custom of the fathers, on bended knees approached the throne 
of grace, whilst the President returned thanks to our Heavenl 


Father for the abundant blessings lavished upon us and for the ex- 
tension of kingdom amongst us, and interceded in behalf of a sick 


brother who is probably near his end. 


The members of the Synod, together with a large number of devout 
worshippers, assembled, on the evening of the 18th of June, 1851, 


when the ordination sermon was preached by Rev. Peixoto, from 
‘Acts 23°42. “According to a resolution of the Ministerium five 


Licentiates were then solemnly ordained by the President, aided by 
the Treasurer and Secretary. | 


Rev. C. Miller then arose and thanked the congregation for the. 


cordial hospitality with which they had received and entertained us. 


Lord Jesus, most precious Savior, we praise Thee for that glorious 
righteousness which Thou hast wrought out for us and art even now 
so freely offering to us, a the word of truth. So teach us by 
Thy spirit the perfection and exceeding dignity of Thy righteous- 
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ness that we may regard all human righteousness as filth and dross. 
Bring forth and strengthen in our hearts that faith by which alone we 
obtain an interest in that righteousness and aid us by sincere repentance 
and the forsaking of all unrighteousness to exercise true faith. And 
when we have apprehended Thy righteousness, teach us very highly 
to esteem it, to rejoice in it, and advancing in holiness, to obtain 
ever new assurances of faith; and when our end draws nigh, banish 
from our soul and from our thoughts all but Thyself and Thy 
fe md ay for all this we bring Thee all honor, praise and 
oration now and for ever more. Amen! !
